The Coast Guard Academy Cadet Sponsor Program is not a government program. The sole purpose of 
the Cadet Sponsor Program and this application form/questionnaire is to provide information to the Program 
so that we can best meet the needs of our cadets and sponsor families. 

Program Objectives: 1) Provide fourth class cadets the opportunity to become familiar with an 
important dimension of service life by socializing with people in the community who are in the 
military OR interested in supporting the military and, 2) Provide a safe home setting for cadets who 
are away from home. 

Program Eligibility: Sponsors must be at least 28 years old and live within 25 miles of the Coast 
Guard Academy in order to be considered (exceptions will be considered on a case by case basis). 

Active duty military must have a rank/rate of E-7 or 0-3 and above. 

Coast Guard Academy’s policy on background screening now requires all adults who volunteer to 
mentor, teach, coach or sponsor cadets, whether on or off Coast Guard Academy grounds, to provide 
personal information (name, birth date and social security number) for the purpose of conducting a 
criminal background check. 

Generally, the following will prohibit participation in the Cadet Sponsor Family Program: an arrest or 
conviction for a violent crime (including domestic assault or abuse), a crime against a child, or a 
crime of a sexual nature, will be disqualifying, as will an arrest or conviction for driving under the 
influence (DUI), driving while intoxicated (SWI) or reckless driving.
